Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 2-37 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reason for the indication of the allowability of the above claims is the 
inclusion therein, in combination as currently claimed as a whole, of the limitation of the 
method of forming an insulating film comprising silicon nitride by sputtering in an 
atmosphere comprising nitrogen at 75% volume or more. This limitation is found in the 
above claims and is neither disclosed nor taught by the prior art of record, alone or in 
combination.
